In the followinfiT pagres is given a description of the State Capitol building:. 
The measurements ar6 furnished by Hon. Justus F. Krumbeln, of Portland, 
Oregron, who is^ the ori^nal architect of the building:. 

The Capitol of Oregon, commonly called the "State House,'* is located upon a 
sligrhtly elevated plat of grround near the center of the city of Salem. The greneral 
plan of the building: is that of a cross, the leng:th being: from north to south, and 
width from east to west. The main fronts are on the east and west wing:s, which 
are 60 feet in width, and the wing:s extending: north and south are 100 feet in 
leng:th and 80 feet in width. The east and west main fronts project 40 feet from 
the main walls and there are porticos 16 feet wide across each, with steps full 
width. The porticos are supported on larg:e Corinthian columns' with heavy pedes- 
tals. These columns extend in one leng:th the heig:ht of two stories. 

The heig:ht of the main building: from the gnround to the cornice is 76 feet. 
Towering: above the main building: is the ornamental dome, constructed of iron 
covered with copper. It rises directly from the center of the building:, being: 
supported by heavy iron pillars at the bottom and extending 187 feet from the 
g:round. The general plan of the building: is divided into three stories. The first 
story, or g:round floor, called the basement floor, is 16 feet in height in the clear 
between floors. The second or main floor is 21^ feet in heig:ht in the clear 
between floors; while the third story, or second floor above the basement or 
grround floor, is 20 feet in the clear between floors. 

INTBRIOR OF 8BCOND OR MAIN FLOOR. 

The g:eneral description of the interior would properly beg:in at the rotunda 
directly under the ornamental dome in the center of the building:. This gn'and 
rotunda is 54 feet square, and extends from the basement to the upper floor, 
above which there is a circular ornamental dome with g:las8 <dome lig:ht in the 
center of the ceiling:. The rotunda on the second and third floors is circular in 
form, surrounding: the opening:, extending: from the ornamental dome lig:ht to the 
basement. From this rotunda on the different floors there are grrand staircases, 
giving: access up or down, and also a passeng:er elevator to the northeast of the 
rotunda. On the first or basement floor there are entrances on all four of the 
fronts or wings, with hallways twelve feet in width leading into the main rotimda 
under the circular dome. Access to the second story is by the two main entrances 
on the east and the west fronts. The cement steps leading up from the grounds in 
front on the east and west sides, from the first story directly to the main en- 
trances of the second floor, are 50 feet in width. On the second or main floor, 
leading from the grrand rotunda, are the entrances to the Senate Chamber in the 
north wing and the Hall of the House of Representatives in the south wing. The 
Senate Chamber is 75 feet in length, 45 feet in width, ^nd 21% feet in height, with 
adjoining legislative committee rooms of various sizes extending across the north 
end of the chamber directly back of the president's chair and the main rostrum. 
These legislative conunittee rooms are of different dimensions, averaging about 20 
by 22 feet Directly opposite the Senate Chamber, on the south side of the grrand 
rotunda on the second floor, is the Hall of the House of Representatives, 84 feet 
in leng:th and 75 feet in width, there being a lobby hall or corridor 16 by 30 feet 
between the rotunda and the main hall. 

In the west main front of the second floor, on the north side of the main 
hallway, are the executive offices and Grovernor's departments and reception room. 
The Governor's main office is 20 feet in width by 47 feet in lengrth, and is divided 
nearly in the center by a partition, making two rooms, one 20 by 20 feet and the 
other 20 by 27 feet. The first of these rooms is occupied by the secretary to the 
Governor, and the second by the Grovernor's stenographer. Adjoining the room 
of the Governor's secretary, extending north to the wall of the Senate Chamber, 
is the Governor's private office, 29% feet in width by 30% feet in lengrth. En- 
trance to this room is by a door from the main hall leading north to the Senate 
Chamber, or by a doorway from the office of the Governor's secretary.

On the south side of the main hall, In the weyst front of the second story, 
opposite the Governor's departments, are the offices of the Secretary of State, 
called the department of state. The main room Is only 47 feet in lensrth by 20 
feet In width, and Is partitioned for sreneral business convenience. Adjoining: the 
east or larger room of these is a vault 14 feet In lenflTth and 8 feet In width ; In 
front of the vault there Is a small document room with a narrow stairway leading 
to docimient rooms beneath on the basement or first floor of Identically the same 
size as those occupied by the department of state. 

On the east side of the main hallway, leading to the Senate Chamber on the 
second floor and directly between the Senate Chamber, the rotunda and the east 
main wing of the building, being directly opposite the Governor's private office 
on the east. Is the State Treasurer's office. It is Identically the same size as the 
Governor's private office, being 29% feet by 30% feet in length, and having a 
stone vault on the southeast 11 feet in length by 11 feet in width. 

In the east of the main front of the second floor there are two rooms, one 
on either side of the main hallway, each being 19 feet in width by 20 feet In 
length ; the room on the north being used by the Secretary of State as an office 
annex, and the room on the south by the secretary of the Board of Regents of 
Normal Schools. 

On the right of the main hall or corridor, leading to the east entrance of the 
main or second floor, are the toilets, 12 feet in width by 27 feet In length. 

THIRD OR UPPER FLOOR. 

On the third or upper main floor of the building in the south wing, directly 
over the Hall of Representatives, is located the Supreme Court law library, 
technlc9.11y known as the "State Library." The main library room is reached 
from the main rotunda in the center of the building, It is 100 feet in length and 
75 feet jin width and 20 feet in height, with small toilets and wash rooms on the 
extreme southeast and southwest comers of the room. In the west main front 
of the third floor, directly over the office of the department of state and the 
executive department, is located the main chamber of the Oregon Supreme Court, 
there being large swinging doors leading from the rotunda on the third floor to 
this room. This room is 54 feet in length and 49 feet in width, with the judges* 
bench located on the north end of the room, extending entirely across from east 
to west Between the Supreme Court room and the north wall of the north 
wing, are the chambers of the three justices and two commissioners of the 
Supreme Court Opposite the judges' chambers in the north wing, and east of 
the hall, are the rooms occupied by the Clerk of the Supreme Court, the Oregon 
Library Commission, and the State Bank Examiner. The chambers of the 
justices and the Library Conunlsslon's rooms, recently completed, are the finest 
finished and frescoed rooms in the building. To the east of the main rotunda 
and in the main eastern front, are the offices of the Attorney-General. 

FIRST OR GROUND FLOOR. 

The first or ground floor of the Capitol building, conmionly called the base- 
ment floor or story, is divided by hallways extending through each of the four 
main wings from the north, south, east, and west of the rotunda in the center. 
These hallways are 12 feet In width. On the west side of the hallway leading 
from the north entrance to the basement of the rotunda are the offices, com- 
posing rooms, press room, and material room of the State Printer. On the east 
side of the entrance to the north wing of the basement story are, first, the office 
of the State Engineer, a room 22 feet in width by 30 feet in length; second, a 
room in which is located the heating apparatus of the State House, being 30 feet 
in width by 36 feet in length ; and third, the office of the Clerk of the Board of 
Commissioners for the sale and management of school lands and the Irreducible 
school fund, as well as of the State Land Agent This room is directly under 
the State treasury department and is 30 feet in width by 30 feet in length and 
has a vault 11 feet in width by 11 feet in length immediately under the vault of 
the State treasury. 

In the south main wing of the building, on the first or basement floor, being 
directly imder the Hall of the House of Representatives, are six large rooms 
originally Intended for legislative committee rooms, and for other general 
purposes. The first room on the east side of the main hallway, next to the south 
entrance. Is occupied by the Superintendent of Public Instruction, the second aijd 
third, near the rotunda, by the Railroad Commission. On the west side of the 
hallway in the south wing of the basement story the first large room is occupied 
by . the Adjutant-General and the Labor Commissioner, while the second and

third rooms on the same side of the main hallway, extending: entirely to the 
rotunda, are occupied or used for legislative committee rooms, and by the State 
Printing Expert and the Secretary of the State Board of Agrriculture. 

In the west main front on the basement story on the south side of the 
hallway, extending east and west, are the store rooms of the department of state. 
These rooms are of the same dimensions as the offices of the department of state, 
one being 20 by 20 feet and the other 20 by 27 feet, there also being a vault 
8 by 11 feet adjoining, directly under the one of the department of state. In the 
•east front of the ground or basement floor are two rooms, one on either side of 
the hallway, leading from east to west, the room on the left being 19 by 19 feet 
and occupied by the Capitol janitor; the room directly opposite being 19 by 20 
■feet and occupied by the Capitol carpenter. 

DOMB OF THB CAPITOL. 

The elevator, located on the northeast of the main rotunda, runs from the 
"basement under the first or ground floor to the attic immediately above the third 
or upper main floor of the building. From the attic there is a circular iron 
stairway aroimd the ornamental dome, betweent the outside copper covering and 
the inner glass dome light, two stories to the rotunda of the ornamental dome 
Above the main Capitol building. This main story of the dome is inclosed with 
large glass windows, and there Is a circular promenade 10 feet in width around 
the interior surrounding and about 10 feet above the dome light, being directly 
■above the rotunda on the basement, second and third floors.- From this prome- 
nade or dome rotunda there is a circular iron stairway leading on up in a spiral 
torm to the very top of the main dome of the building. 

The Capitol building is heated by steam and lighted by gas and electricity. 
There are forty-six large windows in each story, the upper part of those in tne 
Senate Chamber and Hall of the House of Representatives being of ornamental 
stained glass. The Capitol was commenced in the year 1873, and is entirely 
■constructed of brick, which was manufactured principally at the State Peni- 
tentiary by convict labor, so that the absolute cost of the building can never 
7>e definitely ascertained, but the approximate cost is ^500,000. Fire escapes and 
water towers have recently been installed in the north and south ends of the 
l>uilding, as well as a stationary chemical engine in the basement with con- 
nections to the several floors and dome.

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CONSTITUTION OF OREGON. 



(This Constitution was framed by a convention of sixty delegates chosen 
by the people at the general election on the first Monday of June, 1857. 
The convention met on the third Monday of August of the same year, and 
adjourned on the 18th of September. On the second Monday of November, 
1857, the Constitution was ratified by a majority vote of the electors of the 
Territory, as provided by Article XVIII, and the Act of Congress admitting 
Oregon into the Union was approved February 14, 1859, on which date the 
Constitution went into effect.) \ 



PREAMBLE. 

We, the people of the State of Oregon, to the end that justice be established, order 
maintained, and liberty perpetuated, do ordain this Constitution. 

ARTICLE I. 

BiU of Rights^ 
§ 1. Principles of Social Compact. 

We declare that all men, when they form a social compact, are equal in rights; that 
all power is inherent in the people, and all free governments are founded on their 
authority, and instituted for their peace, safety and happiness; and they have at all 
times a right to alter, reform, or abolish the government in such manner as they may 
think proper. 

§ 2. Freedom of Worship. 

All men shall be secured in their natural right to worship Almighty God according 
to the dictates of their own consciences. 

§ 3. Freedom of Religions Opinion. 

No law shall in any case whatever control the free exercise and enjoyment of 
religious opinions, or interfere with the rights of conscience. 

§ 4. No Religious Qualincation for Office. 

No religious test shall be required as a qualification for any office of trust or profit. 

§ 5. No Money to be Appropriated for Religion. 

No money shall be drawn from the treasury for the benefit of any religious or 
theological institution, nor shall any money be appropriated for the payment of any 
religious services in either house of the Legislative Assembly. 

§ 6. No Religious Test of Witnesses. 

No person shall be rendered incompetent as a witness or juror in consequence of his 
opinions on matters of religion, nor be questioned in any court of justice touching his 
religious belief, to affect the weight of his testimony. 

§ 7. Manner of Swearing Witnesses. 

The mode of administering an oath or affirmation shall be such as may be most 
consistent with, and binding upon the conscience of the person to whom such oath or 
affirmation may be administered. 

§ 8. Freedom of Speech. 

No law shall be passed restraining the free expression of opinion, or restricting the 
right to speak, write, or print freely on any subject whatever; but every person shall 
be responsible for the abuse of this right. 

§ 9. Searches, Seizures and Warrants. 

No law shall violate the right of the people to be secure in their persons, houses, 
papei's and effects, against unreasonable search or seizure ; and no warrant shall issue 
but upon probable cause, supported by oath or affirmation, and particularly describing 
the place to be searched, and the person or thing to be seized.

i 10. Justice to be Open and Witbont Price. 

No court ihall be secret, but justice shall be administered openly and without 
purchase, completely and without delay, and every man shall have remedy by due 
course of law for injury done him in person, property or reputation. 

i 11. Sights Of Accused in Criminal Prosecutions. 

In all criminal prosecutions, the accused shall have the right to public trial by an 
impartial jury in the county in which the offense shall have been committed; to be 
heard by himself and counsel ; to demand the nature and cause of the accusation against 
him, and to have a copy thereof; to meet the witnesses face to face, and to have 
compulsory process for obtaining witnesses in his favor. 

i 12. Twice in Jeopardy. 

No person shall be put in jeopardy twice for the same offense, nor be compelled in 
any criminal prosecution to testify against himself. 

i 13. Treatment of Persons Under Arrest. 

No person arrested or confined in jail shall be treated with unnecessary rigor. 

i 14. BaiL 

Offenses, except murder and treason, shall be bailable by sufficient sureties. Murder 
or treason shall not be bailable when the proof is evident or the presumption strong. 

i 16. Punishment of Crime. 

Laws for the punishment of crime shall be founded on the principles of reformation, 
and not of vindictive justice. 

i 16. BxcessiTe Bail and Pines — ^Power of Jutj in Criminal Proiecntions. 

Excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive fines imposed. Cruel and unusual 
punishments shall not be inflicted, but all penalties shall be proportioned to the 
offense. In all criminal cases whatever, the jury shall have the right to determine the 
law and the facts, under the direction of the court, as to the law and the right of new 
trial, as in civil cases. 

i 17. Trial by Jury in Civtt Cases. 

In all civil cases, the right of trial by jury shall remain inviolate. 

i 18. PriTate Property Taken for PnUic Uses. 

Private property shall not be taken for public use, nor the particular services of 
any man be demanded, without just compensation; nor, except in case of the State, 
without such compensation first assessed and tendered. 

i 19. Imprisonment for Debt. 

There shall be no imprisonment for debt except in case of fraud or absconding 
debtors. 

i 20. BxdnsiTe PriTileges. 

No law shall be passed granting to any citixen or class of citizens privileges or 
immunities which, upon the same terms, shall not equally belong to all citizens. 

i 21. Laws of Certain Nature Not to be Passed. 

No ex post facto law, or law impairing the obligations of contract, shall ever be 
passed, nor shall any law be passed, the taking effect of which shall be made to depend 
upon any aathority, except as provided in this Constitution ; Provided, that laws 
locating the Capital of the State, locating county seats and submitting town and 
corporate acts, and other local and special laws may take effect or not, upon a vote of 
the electors interested. 

i 22. How Lawa Suspended. 

The operation of the laws shall never be suspended except by the authority of the 
Legislative Assembly. 

i 23. Habeas Corpus. 

The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall not be suspended, unless in case 
of rebellion or invasion, the public safety require it. 

i 24. Treason, Evidenee of. 

Treason against the State shall consist only in levying war against it, or adhering 
to its enemies, giving them aid or comfort. No person shall be convicted of treason 
unless on the testimony of two witnesses to the same overt act, or confession in open 
court.

i 25. Effect of Conviction. 

No conviction shall work corruption of blood or forfeiture of estate. 

§ 26. Assemblages of the People. 

No law shall be passed restraining any of the inhabitants of the State from assem- 
bling together in a peaceable manner to consult for their common good; nor from 
instructing their representatives; nor from applying to the legislature for redress of 
grievances. 

§ 27. Bight to Bear Arms. 

The people shall have the right to bear arms for the defense of themselves and the 
State, but the military shall be kept in strict subordination to the civil power. 

§ 28. Quartering Soldiers. 

No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in any house without the consent of 
the owner, nor in time of war, except in manner prescribed by law. 

§ 29. TiUes of NobiUty. 

No law shall be passed granting any title of nobility, or conferring hereditary dis- 
tinctions. 

§ SO. Emigration. 

No law shall be passed prohibiting emigration from the State. 

§ 31. Bightf of White Foreigners — ^What Immigration May be Bestralned. 

White foreigners who are or may hereafter become residents of this State shall 
enjoy the same rights in respect to the possession, enjoyment and descent of property 
as native-bom citizens. And the Legislative Assembly shall have power to restrain and 
regulate the immigration to this State of persons not qualified to become citizens of the 
United States. 

§ 32. Taxes and Duties. 

No tax or duty shall be imposed without the consent of the people or their repre- 
sentatives in the Legislative Assembly; and all taxation shall be equal and uniform. 

§ 33. Enumeration of Bights, How Construed. 

This enumeration of rights and privileges v shall not be construed to impair or deny- 
others retained by the people. 

§ 34. Prohibition of Slavery. 

There shall be neither slavery nor involuntary servitude in the State, otherwise than 
as a punishment for crime, whereof the party shall have been duly convicted. 

§ 35. Free Negroes and Mulattoes. 

No free negro or mulatto, not residing in this State at the time of the adoption of 
this Constitution, shall come, reside or be within this State, or hold any real estate, 
or make any contracts, or maintain any suit therein; and the Legislative Assembly shall 
provide by penal laws for the removal by public officers of all such negroes and 
mulattoes, and for their effectual exclusion from the State, and for the punishment of 
persons who shall bring them into this State, or employ or harbor them. 

ARTICLE II. 

Suffrage and Elections. 
§ 1. Elections Free. 

All elections shall be free and equal. 

§ 2. Qualifications of Electors. 

In all elections not otherwise provided for by this Constitution, every white male 
citizen of the United States of the age of twenty-one years and upwards, who shair. 
have resided in the State during the six months immediately preceding such election; 
and every white male of foreign birth of the age of twenty-one years and upwards, who 
shall have resided in the United States one year, and shall have resided in this State> 
during the six months immediately preceding such election, and shall have declared 
his intention to become a citizen of the United States one year preceding such election, 
conformably to the laws of the United States on the subject of naturalization, shall be- 
entitled to vote at all elections authorized by law. 

§ 3. Idiots, Insane and Convicts. 

No idiot or insane person shall be entitled to the privileges of an elector; and the> 
privilege of an elector shall be forfeited by a conviction of any crime which is punish.- 
able by imprisonment in the penitentiary.

§ 4. Beiidence. 

For the purpose of voting, no person shall be deemed to have gained or lost a 
residence by reason of his presence or absence while employed in the serrice of the 
United States or of this State; nor while engaged in the navigation of the waters of 
this State or of the United States, or of the high seas; nor while a student of any 
seminary of learning; nor while kept at any alms'house or other asylum, at public 
expense; nor while confined in any public prison. 

i 5. Soldiers, Seamen and Marines Not to Vote — Residence of. 

No soldier, seaman or marine in the army or navy of the United States, or of their 
allies, shall be deemed to have acquired a residence in the State in consequence of 
having been stationed within the same; nor shall any such soldier, seaman or marine 
have the right to vote. 

i 6. Negroes, Chinamen, etc. 

No negro, Chinaman or mulatto shall have the right of suffrage. 

i 7. Bribery at Election!. 

Every person shall be disqualified from holding office during the term for which he 
may have been elected, who shall have given or offered a bribe, threat or reward to 
procure his election. 

i 8. Election Lawi. 

The Legislative Assembly shall enact laws to support the privilege of free suffrage, 
prescribing the manner of regulating and conducting elections, and prohibiting, under 
adequate penalties, all undue influence therein from power, bribery, tumult and other 
improper conduct. 

i 9. Penalty for Dueling. 

Every person who shall give or accept a challenge to fight a duel, or shall know* 
ingly carry to another person such challenge, or who shall agree to go out of the State 
to fight a duel, shall be ineligible to any office of trust or profit. 

i 10. Lucratire Offlees. 

No person holding a lucrative office or appointment under the United States, or 
under this State, shall be eligible to a seat in the Legislative Assembly; nor shall any 
person hold more than one lucrative office at the same time, except as in this Consti- 
tution expressly permitted; Provided, that officers in the militia, to which there is 
attached no annual salary, and the office of Postmaster, where the compensation does 
not exceed one hundred dollars per annum, shall not be deemed lucrative. 

i 11. IneligibiUty to Office of CoUeetor, When. 

No person who may hereafter be a collector or holder of public money shall be 
eligible to any office of trust or profit until he shall have accounted ior and paid oveir, 
according to law, all sums for which he may be liable. 

i 12. Temporary Appointment to Office. 

In all cases in which it is provided that an office shall not be filled by the same 
person more than a certain number of years continuously, an appointment pro tempore 
shall not be reckoned a part of that term. 

i 13. PriYilegei of Electors. 

In all cases except treason, felony, and breach of the peace, electors shall be free 
from arrest in going to elections, during their attendance there, and in returning from 
the same; and no elector shall be obliged to do duty in the militia on any day of 
election, except in time of war or public danger. 

§ 14. Time of Holding Election!. 

General elections shall be held on the first Monday of June, biennially. 

§ 16. How Votes to be Oiren. 

In all elections by the Legislative Assembly, or by either branch thereof, votes shall 
be given openly or vica voce, and not by ballot, forever; and in all elections by the 
people, votes shall be given openly, or vica voce, until the Legislative Assembly shall 
otherwise direct. 

§ 16. PlnraUty Elects. 

In all elections held by the people under this Constitution, the person or persons 
who shall receive the highest number of votes shall be declared duly elected.

§ 17. Place of Voting. 

All qualified electors shall Tote in the election precinct in the county where they may 
reside, for county officers, and in any county of the State for State officers, or in any 
county of a Congressional District in which such electors may reside, for Members^ of 
Oongress. 

ARTICLE III. 
Di8tribtUion of Powers. 
i 1. Powers of GoTemment. 

The powers of the government shall be divided into three separate departments — 
the Legislative, the Executive, including the Administrative, and the Judicial; and no 
person charged with official duties under one of these departments shall exercise any 
of the functions of another except as in this Constitution expressly provided. 

ARTICLE tV. 

Legislative Department, 

i 1. Legislative Authority — Style of Bill — ^InltlatiTe and Referendum. 

The legislative authority of the State shall be vested in a Legislative Assembly, 
consisting of a Senate and House of Representatives, but the people reserve to them- 
selves power to propose laws and amendments to the Constitution and to enact or 
reject the same at the polls, independent of the Legislative Assembly, and also 
reserve power at their own option to approve or reject at the polls any act of the 
Legislative Assembly. The first power reserved by the people is the initiative, and not 
more than eight per cent of the legal voters shall be required to propose any measure 
by such petition, and every such petition shall include the full text of the measure so 
proposed. Initiative petitions shall be filed with the Secretary of State not less than 
four months before the election at which they are to be voted upon. The second power 
is the referendum, and it may be ordered (except as to laws necessary for the im- 
mediate preservation of the public peace, health, or safety), either by the petition 
signed by five per cent of the legal voters, or by the Legislative Assembly, as other 
bills are enacted. Referendum petitions shall be filed with the Secretary of State not 
more than ninety days after the final adjournment of the session of the Legislative 
Assembly which passed the bill on which the referendum is demanded. The veto 
power of the Governor shall not extend to measures referred to the people. All elections 
on measures referred to the people of the State shall be had at the biennial regular 
general elections, except when the Legislative Assembly shall order a special election. 
Any measure referred to the people shall take effect and become the law when it i^ 
approved by a majority of the votes cast thereon, and not otherwise. The style of all 
bills shall be: "Be it enacted by the people of the State of Oregon." This section 
shall not be construed to deprive any member of the Legislative Assembly of the right 
to introduce any measure. The whole number of votes cast for Justice of the Supreme 
Court at the regular election last preceding the filing of any petition for the initiative 
or for the referendum shall be the basis on which the number of legal voters necessary 
to sign such petition shall be counted. Petitions and orders for the initiative and for 
the referendum shall be filed with the Secretary of State, and in submitting the same 
to the people he, and all other officers, shall be guided by the general laws and the act 
submitting this amendment, until legislation shall be especially provided therefor. 

Note. — The above section is an amendment to the original Constitution, 
and was adopted by the Twentieth Legislative Assembly; adopted by the 
Twenty-first Legislative Assembly; adopted by the people, by vote of 62,024 
for, to 5,668 against it, June 2, 1902. 

i la. Initiatiye and Referendum on Local, Special and Mnnicipal Laws and Parts of 
Laws. 

The referendum may be demanded by the people against one or more items, sections, 
or parts of any act of the Legislative Assembly in the same manner in which such 
power may be exercised against a complete act. The filing of a referendum petition 
against one or more items, sections, or parts of an act shall not delay the remainder of 
that act from becoming operative. The initiative and referendum powers reserved to 
the people by this Constitution are hereby further reserved to the legal voters of every 
municipality and district, as to all local, special and municipal legislation, of every 
character, in or for their respective municipalities and districts. /I The manner of ex- 
ercising said powers shall be prescribed by general laws^xcept that cities and towns may 
provide for the manner of exercising the initiative and referendum powers as to their 
municipal legislation. Not more than ten per cent of the legal voters may be required 
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to order the referendum nor more than fifteen per cent to propose any mea8iire» by the 
initiative, in any city or town. 

Note 1. — The above section was proposed by initiative petition filed in the 
office of the Secretary of State February 8, 1906, and adopted by vote of the 
people, 47,678 for, and 16,785 against, June 4, 1906. It went into effect by 
proclamation of the Governor issued June 25, 1906. 

Note 2. — Section 1 as originally adopted was as follows: "The legislative 
authority of the State shall be vested in the Legislative Assembly which shall 
consist of a Senate and House of Representatives. The style of every bill 
shall be 'Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon,' 
and no law shall be enacted except by bill." 



i 2. Number of Senators and BepresentatlTes. 

The Senate shall consist of sixteen, and the House of Bepresentatives of thirty-four 
members, which number shall not be increased until the year eighteen hundred and 
sixty, after which time the Legislative Assembly may increase the number of Senators 
and Bepresentatives ; always keeping, as near as may be, the same ratio as to the number 
of Senators and Bepresentatives; Provided, that the Senate shall never exceed thirty, 
and the House of Bepresentatives sixty members. 

i 3. By Whom Chosen. 

The Senators and Bepresentatives shall be chosen by the electors of the respeotivfr 
counties or districts into which the State may from time to time be divided by law. 

§ 4. Term of Offlce — Senators, How OUifilUd. 

The Senators shall be elected for the term of four years, and Bepresentatives for tho 
term of two years from the day next after their general election ; Provided, however, that 
the Senators elect, at the first session of the Legislative Assembly under this Consti- 
tution, shall be divided by lot into two equal classes, as nearly as may be; and tho 
seats of Senators of the first class shall be vacated at the expiration of two years, and 
those of the second class at the expiration of four years; so that one-half, as nearly aa 
possible, shall be chosen biennially forever thereafter. And in ease of the increase of 
the number of Senators, they shall be so annexed by lot to one or the other of the two 
classes as to keep them as nearly equal as possible. 

i 5. Census. 

The Legislative Assembly shall, in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-five, and 
every ten years after, cause an enumeration to be made of all the white population of 
the State. 

i 6. Apportionment. 

The number of Senators and Bepresentatives shall, at the session next following an 
enumeration of the inhabitants by the United States or this State, be fixed by law, and 
apportioned among the several counties according to the number of white population in 
each. And the ratio of Senators and Bepresentatives shall be determined by dividing 
the whole number of white population of such county or district, by such respective 
ratios ; and when a fraction shall result from such division, which shall exceed one-half 
of such ratio, such county or district shall be entitled to a member for sueh fraction. 
And in case any county shall not have the requisite population to entitle such county to 
a member, then such county shall be attached to some adjoining county for senatorial or 
representative purposes. 

i 7. Senatorial District!. 

A senatorial district, when more than one county shall constitute the same, shall bo 
composed of contiguous counties, and no county shall be divided in creating senatorial 
districts. 

§ 8. Qualification of Senators, etc. 

No person shall be a Senator or Bepresentative who, at the time of his election, la 
not a citizen of the United States; nor any one who has not been for one year next 
preceding his election an inhabitant of the county or district whence he may be chosen. 
Senators and Bepresentatives shall be at least twenty-one years of age. 

i 9. When Free from Arrest — ^Words Uttered In Debate. 

Senators and Bepresentatives in all cases, except for treason, felony, or breaches of 
the peace, shall be privileged from arrest during the session of the Legislative Assem- 
bly, and in going to and returning from the same; and shall not be subject to any civil 
process during the session of the Legislative Assembly, nor during the fifteen days next 
before the commencement thereof. Nor shall a member, for words uttered in debate in 
either House, be questioned in any other place. 
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§ 10. Sessions of the LeglsUtiTe Assembly. 

The sessions of the Legislative Assembly shall be held biennially at the Capital of 
the State, commencing on the second Monday of September, in the year eighteen 
hundred and fifty-eight, and on the same day of every second year thereafter, unless a 
different day shall have been appointed by law. • 

§ 11. Election of Officers — Judge of Qualification of Members, etc. 

Each House, when assembled, shall choose its own officers, judge of the election, 
qualifications and returns of its own members, determine its own rules of proceeding, 
and sit upon its own adjournment; but neither House shall, without the concurrence of 
the other, adjourn for more than three days, nor to any other place than that in which 
it may be sitting. 

§ 12. Quonim. 

Two-thirds of each House shall constitute a quorum to do business, but a smaller 
number may meet, adjourn from day to day, and compel the attendance of absent 
members. A quorum being in attendance, if either House fail to effect an organization 
within the first five days thereafter, the members of the House so failing shall be en- 
titled to no compensation from the end of the said five days until an organization shall 
have been effected. 

§ 13. Journal — When Yeas and Nays to be Entered. 

Each House shall keep a journal of its proceedings. The yeas and .nays on any 
question, shall, at the request of any two members, be entered, together with the 
names of the members demanding the same, on the journal; Provided, that on a motion 
to adjourn, it shall require one-tenth of the members present to order the yeas and 
nays. 

§ 14. When Session May be Secret. 

The doors of each House, and of committees of the whole, shall be kept open, 
except in such cases as in the opinion of either House may require secrecy. 

§ 16. Punishment of Members. 

Either House may punish its members for disorderly behavior, and may, with the 
concurrence of two-thirds, expel a member; but not a second time for the same cause. 

§ 16. Punishment of Person Not a Member. 

Either House, during its session, may punish by imprisonmnent any person not a 
member, who shall have been guilty of disrespect to the House, by disorderly or con- 
temptuous behavior in its presence, but such imprisonment shall not at any time 
exceed twenty-four hours. 

§ 17. General Powers. 

Each House shall have all powers necessary for a branch of the legislative depart- 
ment of a free and independent State. 

§ 18. Bills — ^Where to Originate. 

Bills may originate in either House, but may be amended or rejected in the other, 
except that bills for raising revenue shall originate in the House of Representatives. 

§ 19. Beading of Bills and Vote on Final Passage. 

Every bill shall be read by sections, on three several days, in each House, unless, in 
case of emergency, two-thirds of the House where such bill may be pending, shall, by 
a vote of yeas and nays, deem it expedient to dispense with this rule; but the reading 
of a bill by sections on its final passage shall in no case be dispensed with, and the 
vote on the passage of every bill or joint resolution shall be taken by yeas and nays. 

§ 20. Subject and TiUe of Act. 

Every act shall embrace but one subject, and matters properly connected therewith,* 
which subject shall be expressed in the title. But if any subject shall be embraced in 
an act which shall not be expressed in the title, such act shall be void only as to so much 
thereof as shall not be expressed in the title. 

§ 21. Act to be Plainly Worded. 

Every act and joint resolution shall be plainly worded, avoiding, as far as practica- 
ble, the use of technical terms. 

I 22. Mode of Revision and Amendment. 

No act shall ever be revised or amended by mere reference to its title, but the act 
revised or section amended shall be set forth and published at full length.

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§ 23. What Local and Special Laws ProMblUd. 

The Legislative Assembly shall not pass special or local laws in any of the following 
enumerated cases, that is to say: 

1. Regulating the jurisdiction and duties of justices of the peace, and of constables ; 

2. For the punisl^^nent of crimes and misdemeanors; 

3. Regulating the practice in courts of justice; 

4. Providing for changing the venue in civil and criminal cases; 

5. Granting divorces; 

6. Changing the names of persons; 

7. For laying, opening and working on highways, and for the election or appoint- 
ment of supervisors; 

8. Vacating roads, town plats, streets, alleys and public squares; 

9. Summoning and empaneling grand and' petit jurors; 

10. For the assessment and collection of taxes for State, county, township or road 
purposes ; 

11. Providing for supporting common schools, and for the preservation of school 
funds ; 

12. In relation to interest on money; 

13. Providing for opening and conducting the elections of State, county or township 
officers, and designating the places of voting; 

14. Providing for the sale of real estate belonging to minors or other persons 
laboring under legal disabilities, by executors, administrators, guardians or trustees. 

§ 24. Suit Against Stata. 

Provision may be made by general law for bringing suit against the State, as to 
all liabilities originating after or existing at the time of the adoption of this Oonstitu- 
tion ; but no special act authorizing such suit to be brought, or making compensation to 
any person claiming damages against the State, shall ever be passed. 

I 25. Majority Necessary to Pass a Bill — ^Bill to be Signed by Presiding Officer. 

A majority of all the members elected to each House shall be necessary to pass 
every bill or joint resolution; and all bills and joint resolutions so passed shall be 
signed by the presiding officers of the respective Houses. 

I 26. Protest. 

Any member of either House shall have the right to protest, and have his protest, 
with his reasons for dissent, entered on the journal. 

i 27. What Statnte a Public Law. 

Every statute shall be a public law, unless otherwise declared in the statute itself. 

i 28. When Act to Take EfTect. 

No act shall take effect until ninety days from the end of the session at which the 
same shall have been passed, except in case of emergency; which emergency shall be 
declared in the preamble or in the body of the law. 

§ 29. Compensation of Members. 

The members of the Legislative Assembly shall receive for their services a sum not 
exceeding three dollars a day from the commencement of the session; but such pay shall 
not exceed in the aggregate one hundred and twenty dollars for per diem allowance for 
any one session. When convened in extra session by the Governor, they shall receive 
three dollars per day; but no extra session shall continue for a longer period than 
twenty days. They shall also receive the sura of three dollars for every twenty miles 
they shall travel in going to and returning from their place of meeting, on the most 
usual route. The presiding officers of the assembly shall, in virtue of their office, re- 
ceive an additional compensation equal to two-thirds of their per diem allowance as 
memlers. 
§ 30. Member Not Eligible to Other Office. 

No Senator or Representative shall, during the time for which he may have been 
elected, be eligible to any office, the election to which is vested in the Legislative 
Assembly; nor shall be appointed to any civil office of pront which shall have been 
created, or the emoluments of which shall have been increased during such term, but 
this latter provision shall not be construed to apply to any officer elective by the people. 

I 31. Oath of Members. 

The members of the Legislative Assembly shall, before they enter on the duties of 
their respective offices, take and subscribe the following oath or affirmation: 

I do solemnly swear (or affirm, as the case may be), that I will support the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and the Constitution of the State of Oregon, and that 
I will faithfully discharge the duties of Senator (or Representative, as the case may 
be), according to the best of my ability. 
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And such oath may be administered by the Governor, Secretary of State, or Judge 
of the Supreme Court. 

ARTICLE V. 

Executive Department. 

§ 1. Ezecutive Power — Term of Oi&ce. 

The chief executive power of the State shall be vested in a Governor, who shall 
hold his office for the term of four years; and no person shall be eligible to such office 
more than eight, in any period of twelve years. 

§ 2. QnalificatioxiB of Governor. 

No person, except a citizen of the United States, shall be eligible to the office of 
Governor, nor shall any person be eligible to that office who shall not have attained the 
age of thirty years, and who shall not have been three years next preceding his election, 
a resident within this State. 

I 3. Who Not EUglble. 

No member of Congress, or person holding any office under the United States, or 
under this State, or under any other power, shall fill the office of Governor; except 
as may be otherwise provided in this Constitution. 

§ 4. Election of Oovemor. 

The Governor shall be elected by the qualified electors of the State, at the times 
and places of choosing members of the Legislative Assembly, and the returns of every 
election for Governor shall be sealed up and transmitted to the Secretary of State, 
directed to the Speaker of the House of Representatives, who shall open and publish 
them in the presence of both houses of the Legislative Assembly. 

I 5. In Case of Tie. 

The person having the highest number of votes for Governor shall be elected; but 
in case two or more persons shall have an equal, and the highest number of votes for 
Governor, the two houses of the Legislative Assembly, at the next regular session 
thereof, shall forthwith, by Joint vote, proceed to elect one of the said persons Governor. 

i 6. Contested Electionsv 

Contested elections for Governor shall be determined by the Legislative Assembly in 
such manner as may be prescribed by law. 

§ 7. Term of Office. 

The official term of the Governor shall be four years; and shall commence at such 
times as may be provided by this Constitution, or prescribed by law. 

I 8. In Case of Vacancy or Disability. 

In case of the removal of the Governor from office, or of his death, resignation, or 
inability to discharge the duties of the office, the same shall devolve on the Secretary 
of State; and in case of the removal from office, death, resignation, or inability, both 
of the Governor and Secretary of State, the President of the Senate shall act as 
Governor, until the disability be removed, or a Governor be elected. 

§ 9. Governor, Commander-in-Chief. 

The Governor shall be commander-in-chief of the military and naval forces of this 
State, and may call out such forces to execute the laws, to suppress insurrection, or to 
repel invasion. 

§ 10. To See that Laws are Executed. 

He shall take care that the laws be faithfully executed. 

§ 11. To Make Recommendations to Legislature. 

He shall from time to time, give to the Legislative Assembly information touching 
the condition pf the State, and recommend such measures as he shall judge to be 
expedient. 

§ 12. May Convene Legitdature. 

He may. on extraordinary occasions, convene the Legislative Assembly by procla- 
mation, and shall state to both houses, when assembled, the purpose for which they 
shall have been convened. 

§ 13. Transact Business with Officers. 

He shall transact all necessary business with the officers of Government, and may 
require information in writing from the officers of the administrative and military 
departments upon any subject relating to the duties of their respective offices. 
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i 14. May Grant Baprleves, Pardons, etc. 

He shall have power to grant reprieves, commutatioDB and pardons, after conviction, 
for all offenses except treason, subject to such regulations as may be provided by law. 
Upon conviction for treason he shall have power to suspend the execution of the 
sentence until the case shall be reported to the Legislative Assembly at its next 
meeting, when the Legislative Assembly shall either grant a pardon, commute the 
sentence, direct the execution of the sentence, or grant a further reprieve. He shall 
have power to remit fines and forfeitures, under such regulations as may be prescribed 
by law; and shall report to the Legislative Assembly at its next meeting each case of 
reprieve, cdmmutation or pardon granted, and the reasons for granting the same; and 
also the names of all persons in whose favor remission of fines and forfeitures shall 
have been made, and the several amounts remitted. 

§ 16. Veto Power — Reconsideration of Vote by Legislature — Vote to be by Yeas 
and Nays. 
Every bill which shall have passed the Legislative Assembly shall, before it 
becomes a law, be presented to the Governor; if he approve, he shall sign it; but if not, 
he shall return it with his objections to that House in which it shall have originated, 
which House shall enter the objections at large upon the journal,, and proceed to recon- 
sider it. If, after such reconsideration two-thirds of the members present shall agree 
to pass the bill, it shall be sent, together with the objections to the other House, by 
which it shall likewise be reconsidered, and if approved by two-thirds of the members 
present it shall become a law. But in i^U cases the votes of both Houses shall be 
determined by yeas and nays, and the names of the members voting for or against 
the bill shall be entered on the journal of each House respectively; if any bill shall not 
be returned by the Governor within five days (Sundays excepted) after it shall have 
been presented to him, it shall be a law without his signature, unless the general 
adjournment shall prevent its return, in which case it shall be a law, unless the 
Governor, within five days next after the adjournment (Sundays excepted) shall file 
such bill, with his objections thereto, in the office of Secretary of State, who shall lay 
the same before the Legislative Assembly at its next session, in like manner as if it 
had been returned by the Governor. 

§ 16. GoTomor to Fill Vacancies by Appointment. 

When, during a recess of the Legislative Assembly, a vacancy shall happen in any 
office, the appointment to which is vested in the Legislative Assembly; or when at any 
time a vacancy shall have occurred in any other State office, or in the office of judge 
of any court, the Governor shall fill such vacancy by appointment, which shall expire 
when a successor shall have been elected and qualified. 

I 17. Issue Writs of Election. 

He shall issue writs of election to fill such vacancies as may' have occurred in the 
Legislative Assembly. 

§ 18. Commissions. 

All commissions shall issue in the name of the State, shall be signed by the Governor, 
sealed with the seal of the State, and attested by the Secretary of State. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Administrative Department. 

§ 1. Election of Secretary and Treasurer of State. 

Thet'e shall be elected by the qualified electors of the State, at the times and places 
of choosing members of the Legislative Assembly, a Secretary, and Treasurer of State, 
who shall severally hold their offices for the term of four years; but no person shall be 
eligible to either of said offices more than eight, in any period of twelve years. 

§ 2. Duties of Secretary of State. 

The Secretary of State shall keep a fair record of the official acts of the Legislative 
Assembly, and Executive Department of the State; and shall, when required, lay the 
same, and all matters relative thereto, before either branch of the Legislative Assembly. 
He shall be, by virtue of his office, auditor of public accounts, and shall perform such 
other duties as shall be assigned him by law. 

§ 3. Seal of State. 

There shall be a Seal of State, kept by the Secretary of State for official purposes, 
which shall be called "The Seal of the State of Oregon." 

i 4. Power and Duties of Treasurer. 

The power and duties of the Treasurer of State shall be such as may be prescribed 
by law. 
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§ 5. Office and Records of Ezecntive Officers. 

The Governor, and the Secretary, and Treasurer of State shall severally keep the 
public records, books and papers in any manner relating to their respective offices, at 
the seat of Government, at which place also the Secretary of State shall reside. 

§ 6. County Officers. 

There shall be elected in each county, by the qualified electors thereof at the time 
of holding general elections, a county clerk, treasurer, sheriff, coroner and surveyor, 
who shall severally hold their offices for the term of two years. 

§ 7. Other Officers. 

Such other county, township, precinct, and city officers as may be necessary, shall 
be elected or appointed in such manner as may be prescribed by law. 

§ 8. Qualifications of County Officers. 

No person shall be elected or appointed to a county office who shall not be an 
elector of the county; and all county, township, precinct and city officers shall keep 
their respective offices at such places therein, and perform such duties as may be 
prescribed by law. 

§ 9. Vacancies, How Filled. 

Vacancies in county, township, precinct and city offices shall be filled in such 
manner as may be prescribed by law. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Judicial Department. 

§ 1. Judicial Power of State, in Whom Vested. 

The judicial power of the State shall be vested in a Supreme Court, circuit courts, 
and county court, which shall be courts of record, having general jurisdiction, to be 
defined, limited and regulated by law in accordance with this Constitution. Justices of 
the peace may also be invested with limited judicial powers, and municipal courts may 
be created to administer the regulations of incorporated towns and cities. 

§ 2. Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court shall consist of four Justices, to be chosen in districts by the 
electors thereof, who shall be citizens of the United States, and who shall have resided 
in the State at least three years next preceding their election, and after their election 
to reside in their respective districts. The number of Justices and districts may be 
increased, but shall not exceed five, until the white population of the State shall 
amount to one hundred thousand, and shall never exceed seven; and the boundaries of 
districts may be changed, but no change of district shall have the effect to remove a 
Judge from office, or require him to change his residence without his consent. 

§ 3. Term of Office. 

The Judges first chosen under this Constitution shall allot among themselves their 
terms of office, so that the term of one of them shall ^expire in two years, one in four 
years, and two in six years, and thereafter one or more shall be chosen every two 
years, to serve for the term of six years. 

§ 4. Vacancy. 

Every vacancy in the office of Judge of the Supreme Court shall be filled by 
election for the remainder of the vacant term, unless it would expire at the next 
election, and until so filled, or when it would so expire, the Governor shall fill the 
vacancy by appointment. 

§ 5. Who to be Chief Justice. 

The Judge who has the shortest term to serve, or the oldest of several having such 
shortest term, and not holding by appointment, shall be the Chief Justice. 

§ 6. Jurisdiction. 

The Supreme Court shall have jurisdiction only to revise the final decisions of the 
circuit courts; and every cause shall be tried, and every decision shall be made by 
those Judges only, or a majority of them, who did not try the cause or make the 
decision in the circuit court. 

§ 7. Terms of Supreme Court. 

The terms of the Supreme Court shall be appointed by law; but there shall be one 
term at the Seat of government annually. And at the close of each term the Judges 
shall file with the Secretary of State, concise written statements of the decisions made 
at that term. 
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S 8. Clrcnit Courts. 

'ihe circuit cuurt shall be held twice, at least, in each year, in each county organ- 
ized for judicial purposes, by one of the Justices of the Supreme Court, at times to be 
appointed by law ; and at such other times as may be appointed by the Judges, severally, 
in pursuance of law. 

i 9. Jurisdiction of Circuit Conrti. 

All judicial power, authority and jurisdiction not vested by this Constitution, or by 
laws consistent therewith exclusively in some other court, shall belong to the circuit 
courts; and they shall have appellate jurisdiction and supervisory control over the 
county courts, and all other inferior courts, officers and tribunals. 

$ 10. Vfhen Supreme and Circuit Judges May be Elected in Distinct Classes — Duties 
of Judges. 
When the white population of the State shall amouht to two hundred thousand, the 
Legislative Assembly may provide for the election of Supreme and Circuit Judges in 
distinct classes, one of which classes shall consist of three Justiceo of the Supreme 
Court, who shall not perform circuit duty, and the other class shall consist of the 
necessary number of circuit judges, who shall hold full terms without allotment, and 
who Hhall take the same oath as the Supreme Judges. 

f 11. County Judge and Terms' of County Court. 

There shall be elected in each county, for the term of four years, a county judge, 
who shall hold the county court at times to be regulated by law. 

I 12. Jurisdiction of County Courts — County Commissioners. 

The county court shall have the jurisdiction pertaining to probate courts, and boards 
of county commissioners, and such other powers and duties, and such civil jurisdiction 
not exceeding the amount of value of five hundred dollars, and such criminal jurisdiction 
not extending to death or imprisonment in the penitentiary as may be prescribed by 
law. But the Legislative Assembly may provide for the election of two commissioners 
to sit with the county judge whilst transacting county business in any or all the 
counties, or may provide a separate board for transacting such business. 

ft 13. Writs Granted by County Judge— Habeas Corpus. 

The county judge may grant preliminary injunctions and such other wHts as the 
Legislative Assembly may authorize him to grant, returnable to the circuit court, or 
otherwise, as may be provided by law; and may hear and decide questions arising 
upon habeas corpus; Provided, such decision be not against the authority or proceed- 
ings of a court or judge of equal or higher jurisdiction. 

I 14. Expenses of Court in Certain Counties. 

The counties having less than ten thousand white inhabitants shall be reimbursed, 
wholly or in part, for the salary and expenses of the county court, by fees, percentage, 
ond other equitable taxation of the business done in said court, and in the office of 
the county clerk. 

§ 15. County Clerk, etc. — Legislature May Divide Duties of County Clerk. 

A county clerk shall be elected in each county, for the term of two years, who shall 
keen all the public records, books and papers of the county, record conveyances, and 
perform the duties of clerk of the circuit and county courts, and such other dufie«* as 
may be prescribed by law; but whenever the number of voters in any county shall 
exceed twelve hundred, the Legislative Assembly may authorize the election of one 
person aR clerk of the circuit court, one person as the clerk of the county court, and 
one person recorder of conveyances. 

8 16. Sheriff. 

A sherifT shall be elected in each county for the term of two years, who shall be 
the ministerial officer of the circuit and county courts, and shall perform such other 
duties as may be prescribed by law. 

S 17. Prosecuting Attorneys. 

There shnll be elected by districts comprised of one or more counties, a sufficient 
number of prosecuting attorneys, who shall be the law officers of the State, and of the 
counties within their respective districts, and shall perform such duties pertaining to 
the administration of law and general police, as the Legislative Assembly may direct. 

S 18. Jurors. 

The Legislative Assembly shall so provide that the most competent of the permanent 
citizens of the county shall be chosen for jurors; and out of the whole number in at- 
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tendance at the court, seven shall be chosen by lot as grand jurors, five of whom must 
concur to find an indictment. But the Legislative Assembly may modify or abolish 
grand juries. 

§ 19. Ofacial Delinquencies. 

Public officers shall not be impeached; but incompetency, corruption, malfeasance 
or delinquency in office may be tried in the same manner as criminal offenses, and 
judgment may be given of dismissal from office, and such further punishment as may 
have been prescribed by law. 

§ 20. Bemoval of Judges. 

The Governor may remove from office a Judge of the Supreme Court, or prosecuting 
attorney, upon the joint resolution of the Legislative Assembly, in which two-thirds of 
the members elected to each house shall concur, for incompetency, corruption, malfeas- 
ance or delinquency in office, or other sufficient cause stated in such resolution. 

§ 21. Oath of Office. 

Every Judge of the Supreme Court, before entering upon the duties of his office, 
shall take and subscribe, and transmit to the Secretary of State, the following oath: 

"I, , do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will support the 

Constitution of the United States, and the Constitution of the State of Oregon, and that 
I will faithfully and impartially discharge the duties of a Judge of the Supreme and 
Circuit Courts of said State, according to the best of my ability, and that I will not 
accept any other office, except judicial offices, during the term for which I have been 
elected." 

ARTICLE VIII. 

Educaiion and /School Lands, 

§ 1. Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

The Governor shall be Superintendent of Public Instruction, and his powers and 
duties in that capacity shall be such as may be prescribed by law; but after the term 
of five years from the adoption of this Constitution, it shall be competent for the 
Legislative Assembly to provide by law for the election of a Superintendent, to provide 
for his compensation, and prescribe his powers and duties. 

§ 2. Common School Fund. 

The proceeds of all the lands which have been or hereafter may be granted to this 
State, for educational purposes, (excepting the lands heretofore granted to aid in the 
establishment of a university), all the moneys and clear proceeds of all property which 
may accrue to the State by escheat or forfeiture; all moneys which may be paid as 
exemption from military duty; the proceeds of all gifts, devises and bequests, made by 
any person to the State for common school purposes; the proceeds of all property 
granted to the State when the purposes of such grant shall not be stated; all the 
proceeds of the five hundred thousand acres of land to which the State is entitled by 
the provisions of an Act of Congress, entitled "An Act to appropriate the proceeds of 
the sales of the public lands, and to grant pre-emption rights, approved the 4th of 
September, 1841," and also the five per centum of the net proceeds of the sales of 
the public lands, to which this State shall become entitled on her admission into the 
Union (if Congress shall consent to such appropriation of the two grants last men- 
tioned) shall be set apart as a separate and irreducible fund, to be called the Common 
School Fund, the interest of which, together with all other revenues derived from the 
school land mentioned in this section, shall be exclusively applied to the support and 
maintenance of common schools in each school district, and the purchase of suitable 
libraries and apparatus therefor. 

§ S. System of Common Schools. 

The Legislative Assembly shall provide by law for the establishment of a uniform 
and general system of common schools. 

§ 4. Distribution of School Fund. 

Provision shall be made by law for the distribution of the income of the common 
school fund among the several counties of the State, in proportion to the number of 
children resident therein between the ages of four and twenty years. 

§ 6. Sale of School Lands. 

The Governor, Secretary of State, and State Treasurer shall constitute a board of 
commissioners for the sale of school and university lands, and for the investment of the 
funds arising therefrom, and their powers and duties shall be such as may be pre- 
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scribed by law; Provided* that no part of the uniTerslty fundi, or of the interest 
arising therefrom, shall be expended until the i>eriod of ten years from the adoption of 
this Constitution, unless the same shall be otherwise disposed of by the consent of 
Congress for common school purposes. 

ARTICLE IX. 
Finance. 

i 1. Aseessment and Taxation. 

The Legislative Assembly shall provide by law for a uniform and equal rate of 
assessment and taxation, and shall prescribe such regulations as shall secure a just 
valuation for taxation of all property, both real and personal, excepting such only for 
municipal, educational, literary, scientific, religious, or charitable purposes as may be 
specially exempted by law. 

i 2. Current Expenses. 

The Legislative Assembly shall provide for raising revenue sufficient to defray the 
expenses of the State for each fiscal year, and also a sufficient sum to pay the interest 
on the State debt, if there be any. 

i 3. Law Levying Tax. 

No tax shall be levied except in pursuance of law, and every law imposing a tax 
shall state distinctly the object of the same, to which only it shall be applied. 

i 4. How Money Drawn. 

No money shall be drawn from the treasury but in pursuance of appropriations 
made by law. 

i 6. Publication of Accounts. 

An accurate statement of the receipts and expenditures of the public money shall be 
published with the laws of each regular session of the Legislative Assembly. 

i 6. Tax for Deficiency. 

Whenever the expenses of any fiscal year shall exceed the income, the Legislative 
Assembly shall provide for levying a tax for the ensuing fiscal years, sufficient, with 
other sources of income, to pay the deficiency, as well as the estimated expense of the 
ensuing fiscal year. 

i 7. Appropriations. 

Laws making appropriations for the salaries of public officers and other current 
expenses of the State, shall contain provisions upon no other subject. 

f 8. Stationery, How Furnished. 

All stationery required for the use of the State shall be furnished by the lowest 
responsible bidder, under such regulations as may be prescribed by law. But no state 
officer or member of the Legislative Assembly shall be interested in any bid or contract 
for furnishing such stationery. 

ARTICLE X. 

Militia. 

§ 1. Militia, Qualifications. 

The militia of this State shall consist of all able-bodied male citizens between the 
ages of eighteen and forty-five years, except such persons as now are or hereafter may 
be exempted by the laws of the United States or of this State. 

I 2. Who Exempt. 

Persons whose religious tenets or conscientious scruples forbid them to bear arms, 
shall not be compelled to do so in time of peace, but shall pay an equivalent for 
personal service. 

§ 3. Officers. 

The Governor shall appoint the Adjutant General and the other chief officers of the 
general staff, and his own staff; and all officers of the line shall be elected by the 
persons subject to military duty in their respective districts. 

f 4. Staff Officers — Governor to Commission. 

The Majors General, Brigadiers General, Colonels, or Commandants of regiments, 
battalions or squadrons, shall severally appoint their staff officers, and the Governor 
shall commission all officers of the line and staff ranking as such. 
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§ 5. Legislature to Make Begnlations for Militia. 

The Legislative Assembly shall fix by law the method of dividing the militia into 
divisions, brigades, regiments, battalions and companies, and make all other needful 
rules and regulations in such manner as they may deem expedient, not incompatible 
with the Constitution or laws of the United States, or of the Constitution of this State, 
and shall fix the rank of all staff* officers. 

ARTICLE XI. 

Corporations and Internal Improvements, 

§ 1. Prohibition of State Banks. 

The Legislative Assembly shall not have the power to establish or incorporate any 
bank or banking company, or moneyed institution whatever; nor shall any bank, com- 
pany or institution exist in the State with the privilege of making, issuing or putting 
into circulation any bill, check, certificate, promissory note or other paper, or the 
paper of any bank, company or person to circulate as money. 

i 2. Corporations Formed Under General Law, Not Special — ^Municipal Charters En- 
acted Only by People. 
Corporations may be formed under general laws, but shall not be created by the 
Legislative Assembly by special laws. The Legislative Assembly shall not enact, 
amend, or repeal any charter or act of incorporation for any municipality, city, or 
town. The legal voters of every city and town are hereby granted power to enact and 
amend their municipal charter, subject to the Constitution and criminal laws of the 
State of Oregon. 

Note 1. — The above section was proposed by initiative petition filed in the 
office of the Secretary of State February 3, 1906, and adopted by vote of the 
people, 52,567 for, and 19,852 against, June 4, 1906. It went into effect, 
upon the proclamation of the Governor, June 25, 1906. 

Note 2. — Section 2 as originally adopted read as follows: "Corporations 
may be formed under general laws, but shall not be created by special laws 
except for municipal purposes. All laws passed pursuant to this section inay 
be altered, amended or repealed, but not so as to impair or destroy any vested 
corporate rights." 

$ 3. LiabiUty of Stockholders. 

The stockholders of all corporations and joint stock companies shall be liable for the 
indebtedness of said corporation to the amount of their stock subscribed and unpaid, 
and no more. 

§ 4. Compensation for Property Taken by Corporation. 

No person's property shall be taken by any corporation, under authority of law, 
without compensation being . first made or secured in such manner as may be pre- 
scribed by law. 

§ 5. Bestriction upon Municipal Corporations. 

Acts of the Legislative Assembly incorporating towns and cities shall restrict their 
powers of taxation, borrowing money, contracting debts and loaning their credit. 

•§ 6. State Not to be Stockholder in Company. 

The State shall not subscribe to or be interested in the stock of any company, 
association or corporation. 

I 7. Credit of State Not to be Loaned — Limitation upon Power of Contracting Debts. 

The Legislative Assembly shall not loan the credit of the State, nor in any manner 
create any debt or liabilities which shall singly or in the aggregate, with previous 
•debts or liabilities, exceed the sum of fifty thousand dollars, except in case of war, or to 
repel invasion or suppress insurrection; and every contract of indebtedness entered into 
or assumed by or on behalf of this State, when all its liabilities and debts amount to 
said sum, shall be void and of no effect. 

f 8. State Not to Assume County Debt, Except in What Case. 

The State shall never assume the debts of any county, town or other corporation 
whatever, unless such debts shall have been created to repel invasion, suppress insur- 
rection or defend the State in war. 

i 9. Prohibition Upon Municipal Corporations. 

No county, city, town or other municipal corporation, by a vote of its citizens, or 
•otherwise, shall become a stockholder in any joint stock company, corporation or 
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association whatever, or raise money for or loan its credit to or in aid of any such, 
company, corporation or association. 

f 10. Limitation Upon Powers of County to Contract Debts. 

No county shall create any debts or liabilities which shall singly or in the aggre- 
gate exceed the sum of five thousand dollars, except to suppress insurrection or repel 
invasion; but the debts of any county, at the time this Constitution takes effect, shall 
be disregarded in estimating the sum to which such county is limited. 

ARTICLE XII. 
Slate Printer. 

I 1. Election, Qualifications, Duties, Compensation, etc. 

Laws may be enacted providing for the State printing and binding, and for the 
election or appointment of a State Printer, who shall have had not less than ten years' 
experience in the art of printing. The State Printer shall receive such compensation as 
may from time to time be provided by law. Until such laws shall be enacted the State 
Printer shall be elected and the printing done as heretofore provided by this Constitu- 
tion and the general laws. 

Note 1. — The above section was proposed by initiative petition filed in the 
office of the Secretary of State February 3, 1006, and adopted by vote of 
people, 63,479 for, and 9,571 against, June 4, 1906. It went into effect, upon 
proclamation of the Governor, June "25, 1906. 

. Note 2. — The section as originally adopted in 1857 read as follows: 
"There shall be elected by the qualified electors of the State, at the times 
and places of choosing members of the Legislative Assembly, a State Printer, 
who shall hold his office for the term of four years. He shall perform all the 
public printing for the State, which may be provided by law. The rates to 
be paid to him for such printing shall be fixed by law, and shall neither be 
increased nor diminished during the term for which he shall have been 
elected. He shall give such security for the performance of his duties as the 
Legislative Assembly may provide." 

ARTICLE XIII. 
Salaries. 
§ 1. Salaries of State Olficers. 

The Governor shall receive an annual salary of fifteen hundred dollars. The Sec- 
retary of State shall receive an annual salary of fifteen hundred dollars. The Treasurer 
of State shall receive an annual salary of eight hundred dollars. The Judges of the 
Supreme Court shall each receive an annual salary of two thousand dollars. They 
shall receive no fees or perquisites whatever for the performance of any duties con- 
nected with their respective offices; and the compensation of officers, if not fixed by this 
Constitution, shall be provided by law. 

ARTICLE XIV. 
Sent of Oovernmeut. 

g 1. Seat of Government to be Determined by Vote of People. 

The Legislative Assembly shall not have power to establish a permanent seat of 
government for this State. But at the first regular session after the adoption of thia 
Constitution, the Legislative Assembly shall provide by law for the submission to the 
electors of this State at the next general election thereafter, the matter of the selection 
of a place for a permanent seat of government; and no place shall ever be the seat of 
government under such law, which shall not receive a majority of all the votes cast on 
the matter of such election. 

§ 2. State House. 

No tax shall be levied, or money of the State expended, or debt contracted for the 
erection of a State House prior to the year eighteen hundred and sixty-five. 

§ 3. Seat of Government, How Removed — ^Public Institutions, Location of. 

The seat of government, when established, as provided in section 1, shall not be 
removed for the term of twenty years from the time of such establishment; nor in any 
other manner than as provided in the first section of this article; Provided, that all the 
public institutions of the State hereafter provided for by the Legislative Assembly, 
shall be located at the seat of government. 
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ARTICLE XV. 

MufceUanioiM. 

§ 1. Officers to Hold until Successor Elected — ^Exception. 

All umceis excepi members of the Legislative Assembly shall hold their offices until 
their succeasors are elected and qualified. 

§ 2. xeaure of Office. 

vVhdu me uuraiion of any office is not provided for by this Constitution, it may be 
declarea by law; and if not so declared, such office shall be held during the pleasure 
of the autUurity making the appointment. But the Legislative Assembly shall not 
crCiice any ottice the tenure of which shall be longer, than four years. 

i 3. c&th of Officers. 

Every person elected or appointed to any office under this Constitution shall, before 
entering uii the duiies thereof, take an oath or affirmation to support the Constitution 
ut the Jnited States and. of this State, and also an oath of office. 

§ 4. Lotteries Prohibited. 

Lotteries, and the sale of lottery tickets, for any purpose whatever, are prohibited, 
and the Legislative Assembly shall prevent the same by penal laws. 

§ 6. Property of Married Women. 

Ihe property and pecuniary rights of every married woman at the time of marriage, 
or afterwards acquired by gift, devise or inheritance, shall not be subject to the debts 
or contracts of the husband; and laws shall be passed providing for the registration of 
the wife's separate property. 

§ 6. New Counties. 

No county shall be reduced to an area of less than four hundred square miles; nor 
shall any new county be established in this State containing a less area, nor unless such 
new county shall contain a population of at least twelve hundred inhabitants. 

% 7. No Officers to Beceive Fee, in What Cases. 

No State officers or members of the Legislative Assembly shall directly or indirectly 
receive a fee, or be engaged as counsel, agent or attorney in the prosecution of any 
claim against this State. 

§ 8. Chinamen Not to Hold Beal Estate or Work Mining Claims. 

No Chinaman, not a resident of the State at the adoption of this Constitution, shall 
ever hold any real estate or mining claim, or work any mining claim therein. The 
Legislative Assembly shall provide by law in the most effectual manner for carrying 
out the above provisions. 

ARTICLE XVI. 
Jiou-ndariea. 
i 1. Boundaries of State. 

In order th-^t the boundaries of the State may be known and established, it is hereby 
ordained and declared that the State of Oregon shall be bounded as follows, to-wit: 

Befrinning one marine league at sea, due west from the point where the forty-second 
parallel of north latitude intersects the same; thence northerly at the same distance from 
the line of the coast lying west and opposite the State, including all islands within the 
jurisdiction of the United States, to a point due west and opposite the middle of the 
north ship channel of the Columbia river; thence easterly to and up the middle channel 
of said river, and when it is divided by islands, up the middle of the widest channel 
thereof, and in like manner up the middle of the main channel of Snake river to the 
mouth of the Owyhee river; thence due south to the parallel of latitude forty-two 
degrees north; thence west along said parallel to the place of beginning, including 
jurisdiction 'in civil and criminal ca«es upon the Columbia river and Snake river, 
concurrently with States and Territories of which those rivers form a boundary in 
common with this State. But the Congress of the United States, in providing for the 
admission of this State into the Union, may make the said northern boundary conform 
to the act creating the Territory of Washington. 

ARTICLE XVII. 

ATnendmpnts. 

§ 1. Amendn^ents to Constitution, How Made. 

Any amendment or amendments to this Constitution may be proposed in either 
branch of the Legislative Assembly, and if the same shall be agreed to by a majority 
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of all the members elected to each of the two houses, such proposed amendement or 
amendments shall, with the yeas and nays thereon, be entered In their journals and 
referred by the Secretary of State to the people for their approval or rejection, at the 
next regular {general election, except when the Legislative Assembly shall order a 
special election for that purpose. If a majority of the electors voting on any such 
amendment shall vote in favor thereof, it shall thereby become a part of this Constitu- 
tion. The votes for and against such amendment or amendments, severally, whether 
proposed by the Legislative Assembly or by initiative petition, shall be canvassed by 
the Secretary of State in the presence of the Governor, and if it shall appear to the 
Governor that the majority of the votes cast at said election on said amendment or 
amendments, severally, are cast in favor thereof, it shall be his duty forthwith after 
such canvass, by his proclamation, to declare the said amendment or amendments, 
severally, having received said majority of votes, to have been adopted by the people of 
Oregon as part of the Constitution thereof, and the same shall be in effect as a part of 
the Constitution from the date of such proclamation. When two or more amendments 
shall be submitted in the manner aforesaid to the voters of this State, at the same 
election, they shall be so submitted that each amen'dment shall be voted on separately. 
No convention shall be called to amend or propose amendments to this Constitution, or 
to propose a new Constitution, unless the law providing for such convention shall first 
be approved by the people on a referendum vote at a regular general election. This 
article shall not be construed to impair the right of the people to amend this Constitu- 
tion by vote upon an initiative petition therefor. 

Note 1. — The above section, which takes the place of the original sections 
1 and 2, was proposed by initiative petition, filed in the offlcp of the Sec- 
retary of State, February 8. 1906, and adopted by vote of the people, 47,661 
for, and 18,751 against, June 4, 1906. It went into effect, upon proclama- 
tion of the Governor, June 25, 1906. 

Note 2. — The original sections 1 and 2, before amendment in 190f», read 
as follows: 

"Sec. 1. Any amendment or amendments to this Constitution may be 
proposed in either branch of the Legislative Assembly, and if the same shall 
be agreed to by a majority of all the members elected to each of the two 
houses, such proposed amendment or amendments shall, with the yeas and 
nays thereon, be entered on their journals, and referred to the Legislative 
Assembly to be chosen at the next general election; and if, in the Legislative 
Assembly so next chosen, such proposed amendment or amendments shall be 
agreed to by a majority of all the members elected to each House, then it 
shall be the duty of the Legislative Assembly to submit such amendment or 
amendments to the electors of the State, and cause the same to be published 
without delay at least four consecutive weeks in several newspapers published 
in this State; and if a majority of said electors shall ratify the same, such 
amendment or amendments shall become a part of this Constitution. 

"Sec. 2. If two or more amendments shall be submitted in such manner, 
that the electors shall vote for or against each of such amendments sep- 
arately; and while an amendment or amendments which shall have been 
agreed upon by one Legislative Assembly shall be awaiting the action of a 
Legislative Assembly, or of the electors, no additional amendment or amend- 
ments shall be proposed." 

* ARTICLE XVIII. 

Schedule, 

i 1. Election for Acceptance or Bejection of the Constitution. 

For the purpose of taking the vote of the electors of the State for the acceptance 
or rejection of this Constitution, an election shall be held on the second Monday of 
November, in the year 1857, to be conducted according to existing laws regulating the 
election of Delegate in Congress, so far as applicable, except as herein otherwise 
provided. 

i 2. Questions — ^Returns of Election. 

Each elector who offers to vote upon this Constitution shall be asked by the judges 
of election this question: 

Do you vote for the Constitution — yes or no? 

And also this question: , 

Do you vote for slavery in Oregon — yes or no? 

And also this question : 

Do you vote for free negroes in Oregon — yes or no? 
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And in the poll books shall be columns headed respectively, "Constitution, yes"; 
"Constitution, no"; "free negroes, yes"; "free negroes, no"; "slavery, yes"; 
' ' slavery, no^ ' ' 

And the names of the electors shall be entered in the poll books, together with their 
answers to the said questions, under their appropriate heads. The abstracts of the 
votes transmitted to the Secretary of the Territory shall be publicly opened and can- 
vassed by the Governor and Secretary, or by either of them in the absence of the 
other; and the Governor, or, in his absence, the Secretary, shall forthwith issue his 
proclamation, and publish the same in the several newspapers printed in this State, 
declaring the result of the said election upon each of said questions. 

§ 3. When Constitution to be. Deemed Accepted or BeJ acted. 

If a majority of all the votes given for and against the Constitution shall be given 
for the Constitution, then this Constitution shall be deemed to be approved and ac- 
cepted by the electors of the State, and shall take effect accordingly; and if a majority 
of such votes shall be given against the Constitution, then this Constitution shall be 
deemed to be rejected by the electors of the State, and shall be void. 

§ 4. Vote on Certain Sections of Constitution. 

If this Constitution shall be accepted by the electors, and a majority of all the votes 
given for and against slavery shall be given for slavery, then the following section shall 
be added to the bill of rights and shall be part of this Constitution: 

"Section — . Persons lawfully held as slaves in any State, Territory or district of 
the United States, under the laws thereof, may.be brought into this State; and such 
slaves and their descendants may be held as slaves within this State, and shall not be 
emancipated without the consent of their owners." 

And if a majority of such votes shall be given against slavery, then the foregoing 
section shall not, but the following section shall be added to the bill of rights, and 
shall be part of this Constitution: . 

"Section — . There shall be neither slavery nor involuntary servitude in the 
State, otherwise than as a punishment for crime, whereof the party shall have been 
duly convicted." 

And if a majority of air the votes given for and against free negroes shall be given 
against free negroes, then the following section shall be added to the bill of rights, and 
shall be a part of this Constitution: 

"Section — . No free negro or mulatto, not residing in this State at the time of 
the adoption of this Constitution, shall come, reside, or be within this State, or hold 
any real estate, or make any contracts, or maintain any suit therein; and the Legisla- 
tive Assembly shall provide by penal laws for the removal by public officers of all such 
negroes and mulattoes, and for their effectual exclusion from the State, and for the 
punishment of persons who shall bring them into the State, or employ or harbor them." 

§ 6. Apportionment of Senators and Bepresentatives. 

Until an enumeration of the white inhabitants of the State shall be made, and the 
Senators and Representatives apportioned as directed in the Constitution, the county of 
Marion shall have two Senators and four Representatives; Linn, two Senators and four 
Representatives; Lane, two Senators and three Representalives ; Clackamas and Wasco, 
one Senator jointly, and Clackamas three Representatives, and, j^asco one Representa- 
tive; Yamhill, one Senator and two Representatives; Polk, oi^e Senator and two Repre- 
sentatives ; Benton, one Senator and two Representatives ; Multnomali, one Senator- and 
two Representatives; Washington, Columbia, Clatsop and Tillamook, one Senator 
jointly, and Washington one Representative, and Washington and Columbia one Repre- 
sentative jointly, and Clatsop and Tillamook one Representative jointly; Douglas, one 
Senator mnd two Representatives; Jackson, one Senator and three Representatives; 
Josephine, one Senator and one Representative; Umpqua, Coos and Curry, one Senator 
jointly, and Umpqua one Representative, and Coos and Curry one Representative 
jointly. 

§ 6. Election under Constitution and Organization of State. 

If this Constitution shall be ratified, an election shall be held on the first Monday 
in June, 1858, for the election of members of the Legislative Assembly, a Representa- 
tive in Congress, and State and county officers; and the Legislative Assembly shall 
convene at the Capital on the first Monday of July, 1858, and proceed to elect two. 
Senators in Congress, and make such further provision as may be necessary to the 
complete organization of a State government. 
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I 7. Former Laws in Force. 

All laws in force in the Territory of Oregon when thig Oongtitution takei effect, 
and consiBtent therewith, shall continue in force until altered or repealed. 

I 8. Offlcers to Oontlnne in Office. 

All officers of the Territory of Oregon, or under its laws when this Constitution 
takes effect, shall continue in office until superseded by the State authorities. 

i 9. Crimes Against Territory. 

Crimes and misdemeanors committed against the Territory of Oregon shall be 
punished by the State as they might have been punished by the Territory if the change 
of government had not been made. 

I 10. Saving of Exlitlng Bights and LlabiUUes. 

All property and rights of the Territory and of the several counties, subdivisions 
and political bodies corporate of or in the Territory, including fines, penalties, for- 
feitures, debts and claims of whatsoever nature, and recognizances, obligations, and 
undertakings to or for the use of the Territory or any county, political corporation, 
office or otherwise, to or for the public, shall enure to the State, or remain to the 
county, local division, corporation, officer or public, as if the change of government 
had not been made; and private rights shall not be affected by such change. 

I 11. Judicial Districts. 

Until otherwise provided by law, the judicial districts of the State shall be con- 
stituted as follows: The counties of Jackson, Josephine and Douglas shall constitute 
the First District; the counties of Umpqua, Coos and Curry, Lane and Benton shall 
constitute the Second District; the counties of Linn, Marion, Polk, Yamhill and Wash- 
ington shall constitute the Third District; the counties of Clackamas, Multnomah, 
Wasco, Columbia, Clatsop and Tillamook shall constitute the Fourth District; and the 
county of Tillamook shall be attached to the county of Clatsop for judicial purposes.
